Mr. Blue said

had demonstrated that

This claim 
directly contradicts the Vienna official 
report which stales that the Russians 
have suffered a defeat in tl\;s section 
Otherwise, the Russian and Austro-

wireless was spread over the Atlan- 
tic during the night by plants along 
the easteri beaboard. 


The trunk found last night in a 


storage room above a livery stable 
and garage on West 38th street in 
New York City contained 134 sticks 
—67 pounds — out of 200 sticks of 
dynamite known to have been ship- 
ped to and received by Holt under the 
alias of C. Hendricks at Syoset, L. 
I. recently. 
Six sticks were used, it 


seemed established today by Holt, 
when he went to Washington. Three 
of these sticKs 
of dynamite were 


used, according to Holt's statement 
in making the bomb placed in the 
capitol; the other three sticks were 
foun-d in a suitcase on the lawn of 
J. P. Morgan's estate. 


This would leave sixty sticks or 


thirty pounds of the explosive unac- 
counted for. Although 
Holt 
was 


quoted as saying that he had used 
these sixty sticks in his experiments 
in the house he rented 
at Central 


Park, L. L, this statement was not 
believed.

1 must get sleep 
I have got an important statement 
to make tomorrow and I must be 
able to convince the people that what 
I say is true." 


O'Ryan said he told Holt 
to 
go 


ahead and Fleep and tliat Holt turn- 
ed over on his side, with his back 
to O'R>an and remained there for 
about an hour. At the end of that 
time O'Ryan heard a noise in the 
next corridor.

It is expected that a stenographic 


record of Sorrel's statement will be 
made soon and this record will go 
more into details and in its connec- 
tion, Sorrel will be asked 
to tell 


what he knows about a number of 
other jobs which the police depart- 
ment is anxious to get some light up- 
on.Sorrel's story is substantially a9 
follows: 
"The only ones who had a hand in 


the Wyeth-Scott job were myself 
Charles Athey and David 
Steffen. 


We were in the Wyeth-Scott office 
got everything ready to 
blow 
the 


safe and were waiting for a train to 
pass before the charge was touched 


off. 
None came and we cleaned up 


the soap which had been applied to 
the safe, and left the 
place. 
We 


took a camert which we found in the 
place. 
It was thrown in the weeds 


on the east side ot the B. & O. tracks 
a short distance north of the bridge, 
between St. Clair street and Locust 
street. 


"On the morning of July 1, about 


2 o'clock we went back to the Wyeth- 
Scott office and entered through the 
window on the south side of the of- 
fice. Athey entered first, then I fol- 
lowed. I just put my foot inside the 
window When I said to Athey 'in- 
spect that d 
m door, it's open.' 


Athey flashed his light and started 
for the door when Bosscowan flash- 
ed his light and said 'halt!' 


"Then the shooting commenced be- 


tween Bosscowan and Athey. 
Stef- 


fen shot twice through the east win- 
dow . 


"I ran north to Kibler 
avenue, 


northwest across 
Hudson 
avenue, 


through the yards, and through the 
.North 42nd -to- Jefferson. Lane, out to 
Sixteenth street, south to the Penn- 
sylvania railroad tracks, down the 
tracks to Pine street, then to Grant 
arid Union streets down Wtehrle av- 
enue to the Shawnee 
bridge 
and 


then home. 


"I do not know wuere Athey or 


Steffen went but when I got home 
Athey was there. Athey told me he 
saw a grocery wagon some place in. 
an alley and he supposed there was 
a horse in the barn. Athey said he 
crawled into the barn, got the horse 
and rode it home. Then he started 
the horse up the alley by throwing 
stones at it." 


This ended Sorrel's account of the 


incidents leading up to and follow- 
ing the shooting of Officer Bosscow- 
an. Since this confession was made, 
Sorrel has supplemented 
it with 


statements admitting that he or his 
pals took part in the burglaries men- 
tioned. 
He said that he was alone 


in the Sutton job when a quantity of 
silver ware was stolen. He said that 
the three of them were in the Mc- 
Cleery home when Mrs. 
McCleery 


and her daughter Mrs. Bragg re- 
turned home about 9 o'clock Satur- 
day evening, (June 26). Sorrel said 
that he crawled out of the 
back 


window and at that point, the front 
door was unlocked and 
the 
other 


two made a dash through the front 
door. 
They joined one another in 


the alley in the rear and made their 
escape. 


He said that he and Athey did the 


Licking Laundry job and that the 
three of them were implicated in the 
Howell job. 


He made no statement regarding 


the burglarizing of the Daugnerty 
home in Bast Church street but the 
recovery of property from the Athey 
home implicates at least two of the 
men In this crime. 


Athey, still confined to his cot in 


the county jail, refuses to talk about 
the crimes. Police efforts to secure
